Frequently in motion pictures raids 1 
on opium dens and gaming houses are 
portrayed. In the film version the 
necessary “story” I* woven into the 
fabric of the raid to give it a "heart- 
grip” or “thrill.” “Local color” is 
added in its gaudy pigments, -until 
the raid takes on all the romance of 
mystery and sauce of excitement. 

It will come as a shock, then, to 
one participating In a raid in real life, 
to see that the "color" touches Hfe 
absent, and that u raid here Is mer*jy 
a matter of prodigious labor and ob¬ 
jectionable odor*. The following is a 
ehronicle of a police raid on a sus¬ 
pected opium den on 1 tsgard Street 
within the past few days by it, Times 
■nun. 

With a warrant to search, signed 
by the magistrate and led by a ser- 
geant, five constables t ike i»art In 
the raid. They urnu- n a private 
car. bringing with tlu-m pickaxes, 
fire axes with pointed backs and 
crowbars. 

Entrance to the premises from the 
street consist in a, double flight of 
narrow stairs. Heavy doors are slung 
tn three places on the thirty-foot 
stairway, at the bottom and adjoin¬ 
ing the street, half way up. where 
strong beams brace the double doors, 
and finally ut the hea-t of a landing.

Once the stairway is scaled the 
rulders find themselves in a corri¬ 
dor not more ihnn tsffenty-four 
inches wide.

heartily endorse the action pf the 
Board of Police Commissioners In 
ordering the enforcement of the Act; 

’ Second, we hereby make dec la ra¬ 
tion that whilst we believe that the 
voice qf. the people should be heard 
upon all public questions, and so 
have no objection to a plebiscite be¬ 
ing taken on the enforcement of the 
Lord’s Day Act. yet a* law-abiding 
citizen* we would remind the City 
Council and also the Police Commis¬ 
sioners that such plebiscite can In no 
way set aside or abrogate the law as 
laid down in the Lords Day Act; 

“Third, we would earnestly call 
upon all citizens who desire the 
maintenance of law and prder In th>i 
land to resist tho Influences at 
present aiming at the overthrow of 


the Habbath and the destruction of 
an institution that bus proved to be 
essential to the well-being of any 
nation, a beneficent relief from the 
rigors of toll to the laboring man.

morality and of civil and religious 
liberty.”
